WE ARE IN NO DREIBUND. 



European Powers Must Stand Alone In 
ThU Affair— Still, the United States Will 
Be Well Represented If There Is Going 
to Be Any Serious Trouble In Turkey. 
Latest on the Sub|ect. 

Washington, Sept. 18.— The cable- 
gram from London stating that there 
was a strong possibility that American 
warships might co-operato with the 
British fleet in either a demonstration 
in the Mediterranean or actually forcing 
the Dardanelles was read with interest, 
but without credence by the officials of 
both the navy and the state depart- 
ments. 

At the navy department the officials 
6tate that there is absolutely no inten- 
tion of joining Great Britain in any 
movement against Turkey, such ns in- 
dicated in the dispatch. It should be 
remembered at all times that the United 
States was not a party to the European 
concert, following upon the famous 
treaty of Berlin, of Beacousfteld and 
Bismarck. Indeed, this country official- 
ly declined repeated and urgent invita- 
tions from the European powers to join 
in signing the treaty, whose principal 
purpose, it was claimed, was the pro- 
tection of the Armenians in Turkey. 

It is true that the navy department 
has ordered the Bancroft to the Darda- 
nelles and orders have been issued to 
the Cincinnati, now at Tomkinsvillo, to 
sail on Saturday for Gibraltar. But 
neither of these orders are intended to 
have any bearing on a possible co-opera- 
tion of the United States with Great 
Britain in any demonstration before 
Constantinople. 

The arrival of the Cincinnati in the 
Mediterranean will give Admiral Sel- 
fridge quite a formidable fleet, all with- 
in easy reach. 

It is believed that the only reason 
why the Bancroft has been ordered to 
Constantinople is because Minister Ter- 
rell, foreseeing the constant tumults 
and riots occurring in Turkey, is anx- 
ious that the American residents, in 
case it becomes necessary for them to 
seek protection, shall have an American 
ship on which to take refuge, or that 
even if so grave a crisis did not arise 
that the American flag may at least be 
seed by anxious Americans. Incident- 
ally, it is believed that Minister Terrell 
himself foresees the possibility that he 
may be compelled to leave the Ameri- 
can embussy somewhat hurriedly some 
dav, and that he would very naturally 
prefer taking refuge under the Ameri- 
can flag to asking the courtesy of any 
British admiral. 

At the state department tho only an- 
swer to the cablegram is tho stereo- 
tvped reference to the farewell address 
of President Washington, warning his 
country against entangling ; alliances. 
All suggestions from abroad for the 
formation of an international dreibund 
of Great Britain, Italy and the United 
States are received at the state depart- 
ment with a smile, and the secret of the 
anxiety of the British newspapers lor 
co-operation in this attack on Turkey by 
the United States is believed to be in 
the statement of Sir Charles Dilke that 
Great Britain alone is not strong enough 
to wage war upon Turkey, an action 
which, in his opinion, would bring 
about a general war in Europe, a situa- 
tion for which Great Britain is not yot 

Britain has at the present time 
at the gates of the Dardanelles, ready to 
force a passage to the Golden Horn, a 
fleet of modem warships that ought to 
prove invincible. It includes 10 battle- 
ships and four cruisers. Among the 
battleships are the Ramilies, the Bar- 
fleur and the Hood, of 14 guns each, 
while the remaining seven battleships 
all carry 10 guns each. Of the four 
cruisers, one, the Hawke, carries 12 
guns, while the remaining three cruis- 
ers carry 10 guns each, so that the Brit- 
ish fleet carries 154 guns of heavy cali- 
ber. 

CRISIS NEARER. 
Residents In Constantinople Ex- 
pecting the Blow to Fall. 

Constantinople, Sept. 18.— The city 
is in a state of consternation. The for- 
eign residents are daily expecting the 
blow to fall. That the Yildiz palace 
will soon have another occupant is ad- 
mitted on all sides. Then there are 
those who openly speak of dismember- 
ment. 

According to the latest report from 
the palace there were 200 persous killed 
when the four companies of Albanians 
were forcibly disarmed and replaced by 
the five Seraskier battalions during the 
attack on the palace. 

It is history that when dethronement 
is in sight the monarch's brothers are 
arrested and often murdered. History 
is repeating itself in Abdul-Hamid's 
case. His brothers were arrested last 
evening. Redran Pasha, a governor of 
Constantinople, has been dismissed. 

History repeats itself again. A proc- 
lamation has been read in the mosques 
which paves the way to granting the re- 
quest of the powers that six ironclads 
shall have free passage of the Darda- 
nelles. This is the unvarying and im- 
mediate precursor to a change in sul- 
tans. 

As previously cabled the young Turk 
party placarded the city, urging the 
people to revolt and depose the sultan. 
These revolutionary documents intensi- 
fied the excitement. They proved that 
which foreign residents heretofore 
doubted, viz., that a Mussulman move- 
ment has been initiated against Abdul 
Humid. 



The embassies have declined the offer 
of the Turkish government to furnish 
them with additional guards. The am- 
bassadors prefer to rely upon the ma- 
rines from the warships. 

UNDERSTANDING EXISTS. 

Our War Vessels Will Enter the Uosporn* 
After the British Invasion. 

London, Sept. 18.— St. James' Ga- 
zette publishes a special dispatch from 
Washington in which it is asserted that 
President Cleveland is determined that 
the United States cruiser Bancroft, now 
on her way to Turkish waters, shall 
enter thejBosporus. 

The government at Washington, the 
dispatch says, is fully informed of the 
plans of Lord Salisbury, and if the ships 
of the British fleet force tho Straits ol 
Dardanelles tho American ships will 
follow and preserve order, without en- 
gaging the Turkish forts. 

Several of the leading provincial pa- 
pers, iucludiug the Leeds Mercury 
(Liberal) and the Yorkshire Post (Con- 
servative), concur in the view that the 
joint action of the British and Ameri- 
can warshipR at Constantinople would 
be a magnificent and effective co-opera- 
tion. 

l'lot Discovered. 

Constantinople, Sept. 18.— The po- 
lice announce that they have made an 
important discovery of bombs and other 
explosives and incriminating documents 
in an Armenian house in the Faubourg 
Scutari. Two of the leaders and many 
of the members of the Armenian com- 
mittee have been arrested in connection 
with the discovery and have confess, id 
their guilt. They have also denounced 
many of their accomplices to the police. 
The police have a nope of being soon 
able to unearth the whole plot. 

Want Coucorted Action. 
London, Sept. 18.— An editorial in 
the Daily News (Liberal), commenting 
upon the semi-official statement issued 
by the government with regard to its 
policy in Turkey, says: "It will be a 
bitter disappointment for everybody, 
but tho country must persevere. Tho 
true busings of the government is not 
to force tfce durdanelles, but to force a 
concert of the powers to its own right- 
eous and honorable ends." 



Trouble Begins lu the Palace. 

London, Sept. 18. — The Constanti- 
nople dispatch to the Morning Post 
says: The grand visier, Halil Rifat 
Pasha, threatens to resign unless the 
minister of police is dismissed on ac- 
count of the recent massacres. The sul- 
tan upholds the police minister and re- 
fuses to accept the resignation of tho 
grand visier. 

HIS STCR Y~^Y~ Bi~ TRUE. 

A Michigan Man Missing and an Investiga- 
tion Is Being Made. 

Fort Wayne, Sept. 18.— Tho story 
told by Willie Bowen, tho 11-year-old 
6on of B. F. Bowen, of Vicksburg, 
Mich., who claims to have been kid- 
naped by Joseph G. Watson, alias 
George Sliver, in effect that Watson 
shot and killed a man in a boxcar near 
Mention, afterward burying his body to 
a thick woods and swearing the lad to 
secrecy, is commanding much attention, 
for the reason that Sheriff Vosbnrg, of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., has arrived here and 
reports that George Wilson, a farmer 
near Vicksburg, is mysteriously miss- 
ing, together with a large sum of 
money. 

Watson is under arrest. His actions 
excite suspicion, and ho will be held to 
await further developments. 

EXPLOSION O F BLAST ING POWDER. 

Two Min. i . Are Seriously Injured and 
One Will Probably Die. 

Brazil, Ind., Sept. 18.— James Smith 
and John McQuado, brothers of ex-State 
Mine Inspector McQuade, were serious- 
ly injured in the Diamond shaft of the 
Keeler Coal company, north of tho city. 
They had fixed a charge of blasting 
powder and lighted the fuse. 

Thinking it had exploded, they re- 
turned to the room, entering just as the 
shot exploded. Both men were terribly 
injured, and it is probable that Smith, 
whose ribs were broken and his back 
crushed, will die. McCjuade was in- 
jured about the head and shoulders. 

Death or Austin E. Ford. 

New York, Sept. 18. — Fire Commis- 
sioner Austin E. Ford died yesterday at 
his home in this city following an opera- 
tion for appendicitis performed several 
days ago. Mr. Ford was reared in San 
Francisco, and married Miss Annie 
Oakley, of that city, in 1890. He was 
editor of the Freeman's Journal, and 
was always prominent in Irish affairs. 
He had charge of and opened the 
famous Cooper union meeting in 1S,s2, 
which brought about the release of 
Henry George and other American sus- 
pects held in British prisons. Ho was

bassy at the Turkish capital, saying: 
"If you wish to see your husband alive, 
come at once." Mr. Callias has been 
ailing all summer. He is a Greek and 
his marriage with tho famous show- 
man's widow was one of the social sen- 
sations of l ast year. 

Iteported .Milk Sickness.

He Will Direct New Operations 
in Person. 

ALL PARDON EDICTS REVOKED. 



The Spanish to Make One Supreme Effort 
to Crush the Cuban I'atriots Out of Ex- 
istence — Spanish Spies Watching the 
Southern Coast— Dispatches 
vans- Other Cohan War News. 
New York, Sept. 18.— The Herald's 
correspondent at Havana cables that 
Captain General Weyler hrfs held a con- 
ference with various commanders of 
columns; also with the commanding 
Officer of marine and the chief of the 
medical department, with the result 
that a vigorous campaign against the 
insurgents will at once be begun. Cap- 
tain General Weyler will assume per- 
sonal command at Pinar del Rio, Ahu- 
mada and Palinerola, taking charge re- 
spectively of military and political af- 
fairs at Ha\*Jna. 

Among other measures General Wey- 
ler thinks of adopting as a prelude to 
the eanipawn is the revocation of the 
edict of pardon, obliging families hav- 
ing connections in the ranks of the in- 
surgents to move into other provinces 
and making concentration in villages 
obligatory, considering that all persons 
found in the country are supporters of 
the enemy. 

According to the latest information, 
Maceo lias moved south of his former 
positions. No Bteps will be taken to 

follow him until the commencement of 
the concerted operations above re- 
ferred to. 

WATCHING FOR FILIBUSTERS. 

The Spuuish Legation Makes Coinpl.'Uut to 
tho Mobile Authorities. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 18.— A Mo- 
bile special to The Citizen says: Seuor 
J. G. Sabral. an attache of the Spanish 
legation of Washington, has been here 
several days. He came south to investi- 
gate a report that a party of Cuban 
sympathizers were rendezvouiug on the 
Mis.-issippi coast, prenaring to sail for 
Cuba. He spent a week visiting Pensa- 
cola, New Orleans and other towns and 
cities along tho coast, and he has learned 
that Cuban sympathizers from Florida, 
Alabama and Louisiana have been gath- 
ering for more than a week at Bay St. 
Louis and Pass Christian on the Missis- 
sippi coast. 

He has informed tho custom house 
officials here that ho has information 
that a large Cuban expedition party 
was assembled on the Mississippi coast 
with a view to sailing in a day or two. 

The Spanish delegate reports that 
arms and ammunition have been snipped 
to the expeditionists in small quantities 
and has been accumulated. 

HAVANA DISPATCHES. 



Some Items That General Weyler Has 
Permitted to Be Sent Out. 

Havana, Sept. 18. — According to the 
official returns the number of men suf- 
fering from yellow fever in the military 
hospitals throughout the island is 1,155. 
The death rate is said to be 15 per cent. 

The insurgents have burned the to- 
bacco plantation of San Lorenzo, Ma- 
tanzas, belonging to the Arroyo com- 
pany, this city. Tho loss is estimated 
at $180,000, 

Colonel Roeel has had several skir- 
mishes at Zuazo, province of Santa 
Clara, with the insurgents under Ban- 
dera, and it is said that the insurgent 
leader afterward passed Guaraeabulla 
and was apparently pushing eastward. 

('•eueral Bololl' Arrested. 

New York, Sept. 18. — General Car- 
los Roloff, a Cuban, was arrested yes- 
terday on the charge of aiding and 
abetting the sending of filibustering ex- 
peditions to Cuba. He was formally 
held in 1:2,500 bail by United States 
Commissioner Alexander. Roloff is said 
to be a major-general in tlie army of 
General Gomez, and he came to this 
country about two months ago for the 
purpose of fitting out filibustering ex- 
peditions to aid Cuba. He is charged 
with being connected with tho Laurada 
expedition and others. 

Three Friends Seized Again. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 18.— The 
filibustering steamer Three Friends was 
seized yesterday afternoon at Fernan- 
diua by tho government authorities. 
The vessel had just taken on a large 
cargo of coal and provisions and was on 
the point of leaving when tho special 
customs inspector went aboard and took 
charge. It was supposed that the steam- 
er was on the point of starting on an- 
other expedition to Cuba, arms and men 
to bo taken aboard at 



Landed Her Cuban Tarty. 

New York, Sept. 18.— A dispatch to 
Tho World from Kingston, Jamaica, 
says: The Ardandhu, a reputed filibus- 
ter stcamei, which was reported to have 
been chased from Cardenas on Sept. 7, 
has arrived here, having in tho mean- 
time successully lauded her purty in 
Cuba. 

PROBABLY HOLMES ' VICTIMS. 

Grave Full of Iluman Bones Found In a 
Chicago Suburb. 

Chicago, Sept. 18. — In the donse 
woods between North Evauston and 
Wilnietto a grave l\\a been found full of 
human bones. The discovery was made 
by A. H. Parker, of Evanston, who, 
with his wife, has been making fre- 
quent excursions into the woods during 
the last two months. 

Mrs. Parker some weeks ago declared 
the place was a grave and urged her 



husband to investigate it. He at first 
refused, but finally consented just to 
show Ins wife that she knew nothing 
about graves. He dug long enough t > 
turn up a few ribs and a thigh bone and 
then called on the police for help, 
yesterday afternoon several other boiies 
• id a skull, supposed from its llie to I e 
that of u woman, were found. The in- 
vestigation was stopped by darkness, 
but will be resumed. 

The IpOt is only a few yards from the 
house in which H. H. Holmes lived iii 
Wilmette, and it is thought by the po- 
lice that the bones maybe thoM of some 
of liis victims. The bones had evidently 
been interred within two years and 
were apparently placed in the grave 
without a coffin and no clothing Of any 
sort was found. From the tliea of the 
bom s it is thought they must be from 
several people.

ENOCH PRATT DEAD. 

The Millionaire Banker aud Philanthro- 
pist Passes Away. 

Baltimore, Sept 18.— Enoch Pratt, 
the millionaire banker and philanthro- 
pist, died at !i p. m. last night. Enoch 
Pratt was born in North Middlebor- 
ough, Mass., Sept. 10, 1808. 

In 18:11 he came to Baltimore and es- 
tablished as a commission merchant; u 
little later on he founded the wholesale 
iron house of Pratt aud Keith, which 
afterward became that of E. Pratt <k 
Brother. 

At the time of his death Mr. Pratt 
was president and director of tho Na- 1 
tional Farmers and Planters' bank, the 
duties of which positions have devel- 
oped upon him for the past 45 years; 
vice president and director of the P. W. 
& R. railroad for 25 years, also presi- 
dent aud director in numerous other in- 
stitutions and prominently Identified 
for many years past with railroad build- 
ing and ■nipping Interest!.

Good Siied Chunk of Gold. 

New York, Sopt. 18.— The largest 
chunk of gold that has ever been in this 
city was wheeled down Broadway yes- 
terday. It was taken from the Grand 
Central depot to tho United States as- 
say office in Wall street in a comiuou 
express wagon, guarded by five detect- 
ives. The big lump weighs 4,737 ounces 
and is worth $85,000. It was shipped to 
the ussay office by the Bank of Montreal 
and belongs to tho Cariboo Mining com- 
pany of British Columbia. 

Shot Hit Sou-tn-Law. 

Moberly, Mo., Sopt. 18.— Chiles W. 
Grimes, a prominent and highly re- 
spected citizen of this county, living 
near here, shot and killed his son-in- 
law, Luther Whitemore, yesterday. 
Grimes learned a few days ago that 
Whitemore had led a younger daughter 
astray while visiting at nis home last 
winter. They met yesterday and the 
enraged father shot the young man five 
times and then rode to town and gave 
himself up.

June 24th, 1890.— i From a speech by 
McKinley in Congress. (See Congres- 
sional Kecord, vol. 21, page 8): 

"I am for the largest use of silver in 
the currency of the country. I would 
not dishonor it. I would give it equal 
honor and credit with gold. I would 
make no discrimination. I would use 
both metals as money, and discredit 
neither. I want the double standard." 

October 27th, 1S«M).— In a letter to the 
.Secretary of the stark County Alliance, 
William McKinley said : 

"I am in favor of the use of all the gold 
and silver product of the United States 
for money as a circulating medium. I 
would have gold and silver alike." 

February 12th, 1861.— The following is 
a verbatim extract from the address of 
William McKinley, Jr., at the Lincoln 
dav banquet, in Memorial Hall, Toledo, 
Ohio: 

1 During all of G rover Cleveland's years 
at the head of the government he was 
dishonoring one of our piecious metals, 
one of our own great products, discrediting 
silver and enhancing the price of gold. 
He endeavored even before his inaugura- 
tion to oth.ee, to stop the coinage of silver 
dollars, and afterward, and to the end of 
his administration, persistently used his 
power to that end. He was determined 
to contract the circulation medium and 
demonetize one of the coins of commerce, 
Unit the volume of money among the 
>eople, make money scarce and, there- 
lore, dear. He would have increased the 
value of money and diminished the value 
of everything else — money the master — 
everything else the servant. He waa not 
thinking of the poor then. He had left 
their side. He was not standing forth in 
their defense. Cheap coats, cheap labor 
and dear money. The sponsor and pro- 
moter of these professing to stand guard 
over the welfare of the poor and lowly. 
Was there ever more inconsistency or 
reckless assumption ?"

I am only a barkeeper in 
here— don't even own the bar. I couldn't 

bet, wouldn't bet. and if I can pay a 

bet !' I gazed at him till I came near ex- 
ploding with laughter, and just then Law- 
yer Lyons played his hand. 'Of course,' 
he observed, in a judicial tone that came 
from away down in his stomach, 'you 
will pay our expenses, sir. If you are 
unable to cover your own proposed wa- 
ger you will at least see that we do not 
lose any money by your unfortunate and 
misleading publication. I am willing to 
waive my fee in the case, but I insist that 
we be reimbursed for the amount we 
have actually spent in our travels.' 'See 
here, gentlemen,' replied capitalist Egan, 
'I can't do even that. I only draw a sal- 
ary, and what you want would swipe me 
up.' Well, we ran the whole gamut of 
pleading and arguing with Egan. We 
grew eloquent and we waxed warm, but 
Kgan didn't come, because he couldn't. 
Finally I detected a slight huskiness in 
Attorney Lyon'8 voice, andjileaning over 
the bar I played for real stakes and 
shouted : 'Well, sir, if you won't bet and 
won't pay our expenses, you can set 'em 
up !

HON. JAS. BARBOUR 



One ol' Mavsvillv's Most llk'lil 
Honored Citizens Dies Sud- 
denly at Clifton 
Springs. 



Had Held Many Positions of Trait in < him It 
and State-Sketch of the 
Deceased. 



Telegrams were received this morning 
at 5 o'clock announcing the death of Hon 
James Barbour at Clifton Springs, X. Y 
of disease of the brain. 

No further particulars were given. He 
had been in failing health for some 
months, but the tone of his last letter to 
his son, Mr. J. F. Barbour, was more 
cheerful than usual. The final summons 
must have come suddenly to this belovec 
citizen. 



James Barbour, banker and lawyer 
was a son of James and Letitia Barbour 
and was born May 27, 1820, in Danville 
Ky. His father was a native of Orange 
County, Va., and belonged to an old En- 
glish family long distinguished in the 
atlairs of the Old Dominion. His grand 
father was Ambrose Barbour, a soldier of 
the revolution. Mr. Barbour's mother 
was born in Lincoln County, this State, 
and was a daughter of Willis Green, the 
first Clerk of the I'nited States Courts for 
Kentucky. 

Mr. Barbour graduated at the age of 
seventeen from Centre College, and three 
years later he graduated from Transyl- 
vania Law University. In 1S10, he be 
gan the practice of law at Danville, where 
he remained until 1858 when he removed 
to Maysville, and became cashier of the 
Maysville Branch of the I5ank of Ken- 
tucky. He continued in this position 
until 1871 when the branch was with- 
drawn. In that year, in connection with 
the late Andrew M. January and others 
he established the Bank of Maysville and 
was its cashier until 1877, when, on Mr 
Januaiy'a death, he was chosen President 
a position he held the rest of his life. 

A man of marked ability and the 
strictest integrity, Mr. Barbour had been 
honored time and again by hisfellowmen 
in business, educational and religious 
circles. In 1S44 he was appointed by the 
Trustees of Centre College, to settle the 
affairs of the land grant'made by Congress 
to the Kentucky Deaf and Dumb Asylum 
in 1849 he was prominently identified 
with the I.*xington and Danville railroad 
movement; in 1.850, he was appointed 
state Auditor by Governor Helm ; in the 
same year he was elected Professor of 
Languages and Belles Lettres in Centre 
College, but declined the position ; he 
was elected a Trustee of Centre College 
in 1815, and of Danville Theological Sem 
inary in 1853. He actively participated 
in the organization of the Maysville and 
Lexington railroad, and has been a con- 
spicuous end sagacious adviser of this 
community in every important enter- 
prise in which it has been engaged. 

With extraordinary talents for practical 
affairs, Mr. Barbour united tastes and 
accomplishments that made him a dis- 
tinguished figure in the best society at 
home and abroad. His manners were 
dignified and engaging and assisted in 
the impression which his rare conversa- 
tional gifts left upon every circle in which 
he moved. He represented the old and 
conservative Bchool in business, politics 
and social life, containing, in an admirable 
manner, the most practical sagacity, the 
strictest integrity, the soundest patriot- 
ism, the highest public spirit, and the 
finest personal courtesy, with an elevation 
of moral tone and a thoroughness of 
mental culture that made him a model 
for the generation in which he lived and 
will render his memory an inspiration to 
the generations which are to come.l 

Deceased became a member of the 
Presbyterian Church at the age of thir- 
teen, had been an Elder of the First 
Presbyterian Church for years, had rep- 
resented Ebenezer Presbytery in several 
General Assemblies, and a few years ago 
was a Commissioner from the General 
Assembly of the United States to the 
Pan Presbyterian Council that met in 
London. 

Mr. Barbour leaves two children, Mr. 



J. F. Barbour, Cashier of the Hank of 
Maysville, and Rev. John Barbour, cf 
Birmingham, Ala. His beloved wife die. 
eight weeks ago. She was Elizabeth 
Graham Foster, daughter of Colone 
James Foster, of Natchez, Miss. 

The remains will arrive here to-morrow 
afternoon, and the funeral will occu 
Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock at the First 
Presbyterian Church, with services by 
the pastor, Rev. Dr. Hays. 

Deceased had been an Oddfellow over 
fifty year?, was a member of Ringgold 
Lodge No. 27, and the funeral services 
will be under the auspices of that lodge 

The remains will be taken to Danville 
Monday morning and laid to rest by the 
side of her who was his loved and faithfu 
companion through life and from whom 
he was not long separated in death.

Tin' Prnlml.ility of DUMfft by Chinch Ru-s 
This Kail and Prospects of Their Re- 
appearance Next Year. 

Fraxkeort, September 10, 180»5.— Ow- 
ing to the continued presence in great 
numbers of the " chinch bug," and the 
apprehension of damage by them to grow- 
ing wheat in the fall and the probability 
of their appearance again next year, the 
Bureau of Agriculture desires to submit 
the following inforn a'ion as to the na- 
ture and habits of this pest. Professor 
Garuian, Entomologist of the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experimental Station, savs 
of the "chinch bug:" 

•' From its history it seems improbable that 
any very serious injury will be done to fall wheat, 
but the presence o( the bugs In the Melds this full 
make, probabk- Injury for the MSI season. to 
much depends on the weather between now and 
then, however, end it is unsafe to predict any- 
th ing. If we have a dump fall and winter many 
of the bugs will succumb to disease : if It Is dry 
during the fall and winter the probability Is that 
the bugs will be destructive next year. The 
adult chinch bugs hibernate under rubbish at 
the Idge of the fields, and farmers should see to 
It that no such lurking places are left for them. 
An unsparing employment of fire over waste 
places will do much to destroy thera." 

This information is furnished with the 
hope that it will receive the attention its 
importance demands. It may be well to 
remember that this State only escaped 
serious injury from this source this year 
by reason of the abundant rainfall at crit- 
ical periods. LCCAI Moore, 
Commissioner of Agriculture.

FIRE IN A ST. 



LO UIS HOTEL. 

The Lin Jell Damaged to the Extent of 
•8.0OO, bat No One Was Injured. 

St. Locis, Sept. 18.— For half an hour 
last night the Lindell hotel, ono of the 
leading hostelries of this city, was in 
serious danger of destruction by Are. 
Fortunately the fire broke out near the 
roof and before any great number of 
the guests had retired, so that a panic 
among them was averted. The fire 
started from some unknown cause, and 
was confined to the top story. The 
principal damage was from water, and 
it is estimated that from #5,000 to $8,000 
will cover the loss. It was fully in- 
sured. 

The fire was discovered by the night 
watchman at 10:45 o'clock. It was burn- 
ing in tho ceiling ovor the elevator 
shaft. An alarm was at once turned in 
and employes of the hotel were sent to 
all the rooms to arouse any of the guests 
who might bo asleep. A good deal of 
excitement followed as the gudsts beat a 
hasty retreat. In half an hour the de- 
partment had the fire under control and 
a short time afterward it was out. No 
one was injured. 

Tots Asphyxiated. 

Bonner Springs, Kan., Sept. 18. — 
Hasley, the 4-ycar-old son of A. W. 
Petti t, a druggist, and Charley Waters, 
8 years old, were found in an uncon- 
scious condition yesterday in the cellar 
under Mr. Pettit's drugstore. They had 
overturned a flvc-galion cask of gaso- 
line, and there was clearly no explosion, 
the children had apparently been suf- 
focated by the fumes while trying to 
right the mischief they had done in up- 
setting the cask. Both were pronounced 
dead soon after being taken from the 
cellar. 

An Indian's Idea of Justice. 

Norman, O. T., Sept. 18.— At Big 
Jim's crossing, 10 miles north of this 
place, Joe Johnson, an Indian, shot and 
killed two other Indians. Big Jim, 
chief of the Pottawattomi 's, fined John- 
sou $10 and two ponies for tho crime. 
Yesterday the sheriff of this county 
heard of the killing and went and 
placed Johnson under arrest. The sher- 
iff asked the chief why he punished 
Johnson so lightly. The chief replied: 
"White man's court too severe." The 
killing was in cold blood. 

Battleship Texas Uninjured. 

Newport. R. L, Sept. 18.— The 
United States battleship Texas, which 
went ashore at the mouth of the harbor 
here Wednesday night, has been floated 
and is apparently uninjured. There 
was no rock under her. I our tugs were 
required to get her into deep water. 
The work was accomplished after half 
an hour's steady strain. The Texas 
went aground through the chief engi- 
neer's mistaking a signal, and for a time 
it was thought that she was in danger 
of destruction. 

Tariff on I>rled Fruits. 

San Francisco, Sept. 18.— For the 
first time in the history of the Southern 
Pacific that corporation has decided to 
put into effect a tariff on dried fruit be- 
tween California and European points 
in the hope of increasing fruit ship- 
ments to Europo. The tariff schedule 
was issued Wednesday and forwarded 
to all large shipi>ers of dried fruit. 

A Kidi.apcr Convicted. 

San Francisco, Sept. 18.— The jury 
was out only five minutes before ren- 
dering a verdict of guilty in the case of 
Oliver W. Winthrop, charged with rob- 
bery in connection with tho abduction 
of James Campbell, a Hawaiian million- 
aire, who stated he was bound and 
gagged three days by Winthrop, who 
■ought ■ 180,000 ransom. 

Treasury Statement. 

Wasiiinoton, Sept. 18.— The treasury 
yesterday lost $50,500 in gold coin, and 
$ll,f>00 in bars, which leaves the true 
amount of the gold reserve $114,400,176. 
There was arrived In the New York 
subtreasury $241,800 in gold coin in ex- 
change for currency, which does not 
appear in balance above stated.
